The Mexican situation has 
been before President Wilson since the 
day he entered the White House. 
His 
predecessor, William Ii. 'lait, passed 
It on to him, not because he dbl not 
w hli to shoulder the responsibility for 
dealing with It hilt because he and Ids 
cabinet did not see a solution of the 
problem. 
During tile first term of President 
Wilson tliis government conducted one 
investigation after another in Mexico. 
It clime very near to war with the 
military 
occupation 
of 
the 
country 
when It landed troops at Vera Cruz, 
aud Inter It approached arilled inter­ 
vention when it sent General Pershing 
at the head of an army over tin* bor­ 
der iii .search o f General Villa and his 
band of m arau ders; Imt actual inter­ 
vention w as alw ays staved off. 
It has 
alw ays been understood here by per 
sons who keep in touch with the ad ­ 
ministration

President 
Wilson 
held off Intervention been ii se lie be­ 
lieved that if the step should ever be

Senate Committee to Report Soon. 


.11 1 t now a special committee, n p- 
resenting the foreign relations commit 
tee of the senate, is contem plating an 
exhaustive Investigation of the entire 
Mexican situation and within a few’ 
weeks w ill report to the senate 
TI •* 
committee, o f which Senator I all ot 
New Mexi co is chairman, has received 
the cooperation of the s ta te depart­ 
ment and undoubtedly will lie able to 
give the senate a good deal of Impor­ 
tant Information. 
There Is no ques 
Hon but flint the commit tin* will reveal 
a long list o f Americans mu icicled by 
Mexicans during the hist ten years, 
and it will in* able to show that the 
United States, during tile last seven 
years and even for a longer period, b a­ 
lun! grievance* against Mexico which 
would warrant tills country in Inter­ 
vening with arms. It Is not believed, 
however, 
that 
the 
comm ittee 
will 
recommend armed Intervention. Some 
tor tin* members o f the committee, if 
not all of them, believe that there is 
allot lier and a better way to adjust 
tin* d I fife refires between the two conn 
tries, though they are not clear at this 
tim e as to w hat iHat w ay is. Tin 
rn 
m in ce will tell tin* senate that Presi­ 
dent Carranza of Mexico has through­ 
out his term of office shown an un­ 
friendliness tow a rd the United States. 


President Wilson has believed that 
with tin* League of Nations in opera­ 
tion it would he possible under the 
provisions of ihe covenant 
for 
tin* 
league to ileal wit ti Mexico. At the 
recent pan-American financial confer­ 
ence here, attended by many of the 
Mitiest men from Central and South 
America, then* w as any amount of 
Informal talk about what is to he done 
with Mexico, ami tin* drift of this eon- 
vcrsaiiou w as to the effect that, prob­ 
ably. the League of Nations, w hen It 
gets under way, will be able to put 
siicli pressure on Mexico as will force 
her to behave herself. 
Whoie Continent Against Mexico. 
Ii is ii notable fact that tin* Central 
and South American governments feel 
toward Mexico very much as does tin* 
United S la tes; they take the position 
that she Inis been playing the part 
of on ria \v long enough, and that tin* 
tim e Is not far distant when the gov­ 
e rn m e n ts of tin* w ('stern hemisphere, 
lf not iii** governments of the world, 
will have to take lier in hand. 
The recent resignation of our am ­ 
bassador, 
Mr. 
Fletcher, 
emphasize* 
once more the trying position of any 
American who attem pts to r qm sent 
this government at Mexico City. Am­ 
bassador Fletcher lins ma Ie in* criti­ 
cism (if the course the United States 
lins taken, but tins simply said that 
he could not he of any service to bis 
country in 
Mexico City so long as 
Mexico continues! to “act up.” 
The situation lins cost tin* Unfits! 
States an im m ense sum of money dur­ 
ing the last seven or eight years. Dur­ 
ing this entire period, with the e x ­ 
ception of about 
a 
year when the 
United States w as In the thick of the 
fighting iii france, 
the government 
maintained a large military force on 
the Mexican border. The major part 
of the American army is down there 
today. It costs a great deal more to 
maintain an army in the field than in 
h fc m ck s.
